Now It Is reported tlint prellmlnnry nego- 
tiations nre under way to relax that agree- 
ment. 

The report has brought an unlavorable re- 
action Irom members of congress, IncludlniE 
some administration stalwarts. One ol them, 
Rep. Sol Bloom ol New York, chairman of the 
house foreign affairs committee, said. "I 
will not stand for relaxing that pledge and 
neither will the congress. 

The proposal, as Sen. Pat McCarran of 
Nevada has pointed out, Is a violation of the 
spirit of lend-lease. This arrangoment has 
been one of America's wisest and moat profit- 
able ventures, and the advantages have been 
reciprocal. Lend-lease substantially helped 
Britain. Russia and. to a lesser extent, China 
hang on while we prepared tor war. 

It started putting our Industry on a war 
footing nine months before Pearl Harbor, 
an Invaluable aid to our prodigious production 
since then. 

Without lend-lease, It Is most unlikely that 
jyrospects of victory would be aa bright as 
they ore today. 

There was no question of counting the coat. 
Russia's millions o( casualties and the more 
than 40,000 EnglUh civilians killed by Oc: 
man bombs cannot be measured against the 
S20 billion this country has .spent and thi 
S2 billion received In reverse lend-lease. Only 
a heartles-My mercenary person would at- 
tempt It, Our Industry and our RoVcrnmcht 
have done what they could, and gladly. 

For that reason there has been no objec- 
tion to the fact that the British government 
hns sold lend-Iea.sc food to the British people. 
But dispensable civilian goods for export ore 
not food. Britain's peocettme economy 
vitally dependent upon export trade, 
course. But lend-lease Is a military, not a 
commercial, arrangement. 

We ordinary tnxpaylng citizens cannot be 
expected to know all the deep-dish ramifica- 
tions of the diplomatic negotiations now go- 
ing on. But It Just doesn't seem logical that 
lend-lease Is 'the proper Instniment for the 
resumption o( Great Britain's commercial 
export trade.
